Hints on Wasmıxo DELICATELY- 
Corournrp Siks anD Corrons.—I 
have not space to go beyond a few 
general hints, for to attempt special 
remarks upon each of the delicately- 
coloured silks, cottons, and other 
fabrics of which frocks and blouses 
are now composed, so as to secure 
that all those delicate garments, when 
they pass through the wash-tub, 
should retain their original colours, 
would be impossible. ‘There are some 
fabrics and colours that will not bear 
the most careful washing or cleaning 
of any sort. But to speak generally, in 
the laundry coloured garments ought 
always to be treated separately, and 
where there is any suspicion of the 
dyes not being fast you must on no 
account use soda with them, neither 
must you boil or steam them, even the 
preliminary steeping process must he 
made as short as possible, and should 
never exceed 3 or 4 hours at the out- 
eide. If you suspect the colour, use a 
little ox-ga!l in the water for dark 
colours, and powdered borax for de- 
licate light coloura in the ordinary 
washing water, as they decidedly help 
to keep the colours from moving. For 
bright-coloured silks a little common 
ealt added to the washing and rinsing 
waters is found useful for “ fixing” 
the colour in, for instance, blacks, | 
blues, and the commoner dark greens, l 
while a little pure vinegar in the water 
is helpful towards “ fixing” the more 
tender greens, reds, and pinks. al- 
though ox-gall for dark and borax for) 
light colours is often used with enccess 
for eilks as well as for other fabrics. 
Bilka must be washed quickly in tepid 
water; the eoap used must be of mild 
character, having little alkali. The 
fabric should be drawn up and down 
through the well-lathered tepid water | 
and rubbed as little and as gently as 
possible when getting out the dirt, and 
when the water has to be wrung out 
put the eilk into a clean cloth or) 
coaree towel, fold that about it, and!
